SEVEN WARSHIPS TO BE BUILT 
FOR NAVY

Naval Programme Adopted by the 
Government Involves Construction 
of Three Cruisers and Four De- 
stroyers—Cruisers for Pacific Coast 
and Destroyers for Atlantic—Total 
Number of Officers and Men 1,408. 


Ottawa.—The plans subniitted by 
the admiralty and the war office at 
the Imperial Defence conference of 
last summer for the naval and mili- 
tary defence of Canada in @oropera- 
tion with the imperial foree and on 
which the proposed action of the gov- 
ernment is based, were laid on the 
table of the house by the Hon. L. P. 
Bordeur. 

In brief, the naval programme 
adopted by the government involves 
the construction of three cruisers of 
improved Bristol class, and four de- 
stroyers of improved river class cost- 
ing, for the cruisers, about five and 
three quarter millions and for the de- 
stroyers about a million and a half, 
with an annual outlay for mainten- 
ance of something like two million 
dollars." Two of the cruisers will be 
placed on the Pacific coast and one 
cruiser with the four destroyers on 
the Atlantic coast. The total num- 
ber, of officers and men for this nu- 
cleus of a fleet is estimated at 1,408, 
with a/ payroll of about $400,000 with 
an extra $100,000 for victualling 

In ‘respect to the military proposals 


a provision is made for the extension | 


of the plan of co-operation already un- 
der way in connection with the imper- 
ial general staff; the exchange of of- 
ficers and the training of the Canadian 
troops upon a common system of im- 
perial organization. 

In a memorandum submitted to the 
conference detailing the general pro- 
posals of the chief of imperial genefal 
staff, General W..G. Nicholson, it is 
pointed out that the military force of 
the ‘British empire, including the 
Indian army and the troonrs of. over- 
seas dominions, amount to the total of 
nearly 1,200,000 officers and men who 


can be called to arms in event of war, | 


but that as a matter of fact, owing to 
the diStribution and the various calls 
on those troops for garrison and other 
duties, the force available by its terms 
of service, for expeditionary action in 
any part of the world. whether offens- 
ive or defensive in its nature, is al- 
most insignificant when compared 
with vast armies of the continental 
powers, and Janan. The whole his- 
tory of the British emnire, he says, is 
an illustration of the fact that naval 
and military services are _inter-de- 
nendent and that its safetv hinges on 
their combined action and cordial co- 
operation. 


Suffragettes Won’t Don Prison Garb 

Bristol, “Eng.—Five suffragettes in 
Norfolk jail here refused to don the 
regular prison clothing. Their own 
garments were taken from them, and 
the suffragettes sat unclad in their 
cells cheering one another by singing 
the suffragettes’ Marsellaise. The 
prison authorities made several at- 
tempts to induce the women to put on 
prison suits, but they remained ob- 
durate. One of them was the suffra- 
gette who created a disturbance. when 
Winston Spencer Churchill was horse- 
whipped a few days ago by Theresa 
Garnell. Pending a decision in the 
matter of forcing food on imprisoned 
suffragettes by means of a stomach 
tube, the plan“which has aroused an 
agitation even in parliament, the au- 
thorities were puzzled by the latest 
method of avarfare. 


No British-German Naval Alliance 
Berlin.—Die Flotte, the official or- 
gan of the Navy League, prints an 
article by Admiral Weber declaring 
that the league’s paramount present 
duty is to combat the idea of a naval 
understanding with Great Britain. 

“A nation’s peace,” writes the ad« 
miral, “must be dearly bought either 
through the defeat of an enemy or 
through armaments strong enough to 
frighten him off. No nation ‘ever 
achieved peace by abandoning its own 
sources of power, 

“It is neither morally necessary nor 
politically wise to enter into ‘a naval 
understanding with England. It must 
not be forgotten that the consruction 
of the German navy only began after 
the malice of Germany’s trade rivals 
found public expression, which filled 


Germans with grave anxiety for the 
future.””

Too Many Jews in Legal Profession 

St. Petersburg.—Because * of the 
great number of Jews who have enter- 
ed the [egal profession since 1905, the 
minister of justice has further limited 
the percentage of Jewish students who 
may be eligible for admission to the 
bar. Hereafter only thirty-five per 
cent. of those living within the pale— 


where many reside only such Jews as 
have been admitted by special favor 
of the government—will be eligible, 
|and 20 ner cent. outside the pale. 
Formerly the percentages were fifty 
and thirty respectively. The profes- 
sion of the law was closed practically 
to the Jews prior to 1905 by reason of 
the discretfonary power vested in the 
mininster of justice, none having been 
accepted as fully qualified advocates 
during the thirteen years preceding 
that date.

tu all nations, The effect of this upon 
the mind of the believer should be 
such a renewal that henceforth he is 
done with this present evil age and 
done with himself and determined to 
live wholly in the perfect will of God, 
as a new creature in Christ, old things 
pussed away, all things become new 
(Rom, xfl, 1, 2; IL Cor, v, 17). Even 
Christ pleased not Himself, and in the 
epistles we are taught how we ought 
to walk and to please God and to let 
every one of us please his neighbor 
for his good to edification (xv, 1-4). 

Now, it seems to me that the great 
point in our lesson is that each oné 
should for himself get right in this 
matter and not misspend his time in 
seeking to get others right while he 
himself is all wrong. “Every one of 
us shall give account of himself to 
God” (verse 12), Therefore why judge 
our brother in any matter, and espe. 
cially in eating and drinking. since all 
believers tnust stand before the judg- 
ment seat of God> or of Christ, tor 
Christ is God? (Verse 10.) If we have 
received the Lord J@sns, then we are 
in Christ and are looked upon as hav- 
ing died with Him and risen with 
Him, so that our jndgment for sin is 
past on Calvary, and we have His as- 
suranve that onr sins and’ iniquities 
He will remember no more. 

It is possible as His redeemed ones 
to walk in the light under the &betiter 
of His precions blood and have con- 
scious and unbroken fellowship with 
Him as welsield ourkelves to Him 
moment by ,moment tod walk in the 
good works He has beforehand pre 
pared for us and to live the life of ut- 
ter self renunciation which He desires 
us to live to His glory, making it our 
ambition in all things to be accept- 
able to Him (Eph. fi, 10; Ll Cor, tv, 
10, 11; v. 9. Althongh our Lord said 
to His disciples at the last Passover, 
“1 appoint unto you a kingdom, ux 
My Father hath appointed unto Me. 
that ye may eat and drink at My tabie 
in My kingdom and sit on thrones 
judging the twelve tribes of Israel” 
(Luke xxii, 29, 30), yet “the kingdom 
of God is not meat and drink, but 
righteousness and peace and joy in the 
Holy (shost™ (verse 17), and the chief 
object of our thoughts here should not 
be what shall we eat and drink and 
wear, but how can we best make muani- 
fest and make known His righteous- 
ness, which He offers freely to all, and 
thus basten His kingdom of pexce on 
earth. We should think of every one 
on earth as. “one for whom Christ 
died” (verse 15) and trust Him to use

be peace and the service of righteous- 
ness shall be quietness and assurance 
forever (Isa. xxxil, 1,17). There can 
be no peace to an individnai or to a 
nation or to nations apart fron. right- 
eousness, and there is no righteous- 
ness worthy of the name except that 
whicb God bas provided in Christ, the 
righteous one; but, believing in Hiw, we 
are thus justified and have peace with

U. S. IMMIGRATION INCREASING 


in That 
Month Exceeded That From Other 
Countries Combined. 


Winnipeg.—For the first time in the 
history of immigration into Canada 
the movement from the United States 
in the month of September exceeded 
that from all other countries com- 
bined The welcome which the Ameri- 
can settlers have received in Canada 
has always been an exceedingly cord- 
ial one, their contribution to the ma- 
terial prosperity of the west being 
very great. The total immigration 
from the United States for the calen- 
dar year will be about 75,000, com- 
pared with a total last year of 59,000, 
and for the previous year of 58,000. 

In the month of September the total 
number of immigrants entering the 
Dominion by ocean ports was 7,184, as 
compared with 5,403 in the correspond- 
ing month of the nrevious year. The 


!number entering the Dominion from 


the United States in the same month 
was 8°195 this year, as compared with 
4,689 last year. The increase in the 
number entering by ocean ports this 


| year, as compared with last year, was 
32 per cent., while the increase in the |

Object of France is War with Church 

Rome.—Pope Pius in an address to 
the French Pilgrims declared that 
France was making war against the 
church with an aim of undermining 
the basis of Christianity\ The pontiff 
said that Catholicism was suffering 
persecution by the French govern- 


ment under the pretext of the separa- 


tion of church: and state. All this 
the pope said instead of depressing 
must, animate Catholics to defend 
their religious rights and he concluded 
his address by urging the faithful to 
cling to the Episconacy. The papal 
words are aecepted here as confirma- 
tion of the opinion that the Vatican 
believes the struggle organized by the 
French government on the school 
question is intended to» be a decisive 
battle for the comnlete effacement of 
Christianity as a factor in the rearing 
of children, or in other words, the 
suppression of Christianity in the 
France of tomorrow. It is asserted 
that the Vatican is ready to fight on 
two questions, namely, the denial of 
legal acknowledgment of the Catholic 
hierarchy and scholastic instruction. 


France Troubled About, the Budget 

Paris.—France is having her budg- 
etary crisis. More than $40,000,000 
additional taxatién is carried in the 
pending budget, the new taxes being 
principally levied on autos, tobacco, 
wines and inheritance. In the last 
mentioned class there is an increase 
of $10,000,000. over last year. 

Much opposition to the budget has 
developed and the liquor interests al- 
ready have taken part in one big pub- 
lie demonstration. Many deputies 
shrink from meeting the constituents 
in the coming elections, after having 
voted for the big increase in taxation. 
Nevertheless the cabinet remains firm, 
contending that pending schemes for 
workmen's pensions and other popular 
mesures involve new expenditure, 
which should be met by taxation and 
not by loans, and has decided to stake 
its existence and demand a vote of 
confidence next week. 


Cannot Force Views on Colonies 

London.—During a 
Asiatic immigration in the House of 
Lords, Earl Crewe said everybody in 
England would ‘be glad if British sub- 
jects all over the world had equal oc- 
cess to His Majesty’s dominions, but 
anyone who had even the slightest 
acquaintance with the epinion of the 
great overseas dominions, knew that 
that was an ideal which could only 


be attained at a very distant’ date. 
He saw no softening of opinion) in 
that direction, but rather, signs of 


hardening. They all regretted that 
but they could not foree upon the Do- 
minion a policy of a kind which they 
were so strongly opposed. 


Lepine, Second to Louis Riel, is Dead 

Winnipeg. — Ambrose Lepine, first 
lieutenant of Louis Riel, died at St. 
Vital, aged 75 years. This is the 24th 
anniversary of the execution of the 
half-breed leader. He wie adjutant- 
general in the governme:t in 1869-70, 
und presided at the ccurt-martial of 
Scott, He was Condemned to death 
on Nov. 4, 1874, but at the intercession 
of Mer. Tache, the sentence was com- 


muted to two years’ imprisonment, 
and perpetual deprivation of civil 
rights.

SENATOR BORAH DEPLORES EXO- 
DUS TO CANADIAN FARMS 


Regrets that Seventy Thousand of the 
Strongest and Most Progressive 
Citizens of the United States Have 
Moved to Canada—"“Dry Farming” 
Campbell Addresses National Farm 

} Land Congress at Chicago. 


| Chicago, Ill.—At the national farm 
land congress, now being held at the 
Hotel Lasalle, the new science of agri- 
; culture which has made | productive 
| great expares of land in the far west 
;and which is so rich in promise for 
the future was expounded by the man 
| who may be said to have‘invented it. 
Paradoxical though it seems, the ad- 
vantages of the most rainless climates 
| for raising crops were contrasted with 
|the hufnid regions where there is the 
| delay and loss due to excessive rain- 
| fall. 

Professor H. W. Campbell, of Ne- 
| braska, the ‘Father of dry farming,” 
| told of the development and practice 
|of the kind of tillage that makes the 
farmer independent for months at a 
time of rainfell without the aid of ir- 
rigation. Frank W. Mendell, con- 
|gressman at large from Wyoming, 
president of the Dry Farming con- 
gress, gave an address, and_ other 
| speakers included Governor R. §8. 
| Vessy, of North Dakota, who took for 
his subject ‘The call of fe farm’’; 
| Colonel & C. Dunlop, Commissioner 
|of the Georgia bureau of industries 
land irrigation; Congressman Jas. T. 
| Lloyd, of Missouri; Professor A. E. 
Chamberlain, of South Dakota, and 
| Dr. Cyril Honkins, of the IWinois 
| Agricultural college. 

Senator Borah proclaimed his entire 
|sympathy with the purpose of the 
|congress, and laid special stress on 
the sorrowful condition of affairs that 
would permit 70,000 of the strongest 
}and most progressive citizens of the 
United States to seek farms in Canada 
and take $100,000,000 with them. He 
did not mind the loss of the mongy, 
but he did regret the loss of so much 
red American. blood. 


New Penitentiary for Calgary 


Calgary.—‘‘The government fully re- 
cognizes the fact that more jail ac- 
commodation should be provided for 
Calgary and district and have already 
commenced the -necessaery steps in 
order to secure the required ground 
in the near vicinity of Calgary, and 
will in the near future begin the erec- 
tion of a penitentiary o! sufficient. ca- 
pacity to serve the needs of the dis- 
trict for some years to come.” 

The above statement was made by 
Premier Rutherford -vhen his atten- 
tion was called to the fact that five 
of the six prisoners sentenced in the 
police court to serve terms in. the 
barracks by Col. Walker were refused 
admittance there by Supt. Deane ow- 
ing to lack of room. The proposed 
new penitentiary will be used for 
short term convicts, that is, prisoners 
sentenced for two years or less, as it 
is the duty of the federal authorities 
to look ufter convicts sentenced for 
over two years. 

At present the prisoners are kept 
in the mounted police guard . room 
where there is only proper accommo- 
dation for 60 prisoners, though as 
high as 80 or 90 have been kent in the 
quarters. 


Britannia Must Have Command of Sea 


London.—The Times learns with sat- 
isfaction from Sir W. White: ‘In 
spite of local differences of opinion, 
and. some cleerly acéentuated, but not

Bold Highway Robber and the First 
English Woman Smoker. 

Mary Frith, better known as Moll 
OCutpurse, was a notable figure in old 
time london life. She had the repu- 
tation of being the first woman to 
smoke tobacco in England. 

The length of her days is a disputed 
point, but It seems certain that she at- 
tained the age of over threescore years 
and ten. It fs asserted that constant 
smoking prolonged her life. A_por- 
trait representing her in the act of 
smoking forms the frontispiece of Mid- 
dleton’s comedy of the “Roaring Giri.” 
She also figures in other plays of the 
period. 

Mary was the daughter of a shoe- 
taker living in the Barbican, and Ma- 
lone gives 1584 as the date of her 
birth. She early took to wicked ways 
and became a noted “highwayman.” 
Among her familiar friends were the 
notorions Captain Hind and Richard 
Havnam. She was an expert swords. 
woman. Single handed she robbed on 
Honnsiow heath General Fairfax of 
200 gold jacobuses, shooting him 
through the arm and killing two of 
his horses on which his servants were 
riding. For the offense she was com- 
mitted to Newgate, but on paying the 
general £2,000 she obtained her liberty 

At one time Mary had £3.000 of her 
own, but by giving money to distress- 
ed cavaliers she died comparatively 
poor. Her death took place in July. 
1659, and she was laid to rest in &t. 
Bridget’s.—Millgate Monthly.

|The Brave and Daring French- 
man Pilatre de Rozier. 


TRAGIC END OF HIS CAREER. 


He Was the First Aeronaut to Lose 
His Life From a Balloon, and He 
Was Dashed to Death With a Com- 
penion From a Height of 1,700 Feet. 


Jeun Francois Pilatre de Rozier, who 
Was boro at Metz im 1756 and who was 
killed, a martyr to his’ zeal, by u fall 
from bis balloon at Boulogne, France, 
June 15, 1795, was the first aeronaut 
to lose his life in the dangerous work 
of tmastering the air, 

Pilatre de Rozier, who had made 
ascents ip the Montgaltier balloon, de- 
termined to solve the question of bal- 
Joons as mediums for carrying passen- 
gers and could think and dream of 
bothing but bow be could fashion a 
machine that would carry him on an 
aerial voyage. When his balloon was 
finished he made some twenty-three 
ascents, nearly always alone, but occa- 
sionally accompanied by the Marquis 
d'Arlandes, a brave soldier avd one 
who bad faith in Pilatre’s ideas, The 
balloon was always held captive by 
strong cords, 

Whenever be went up there was a 
crowd to watch him. One day there 
was a thrilling moment. The balloon 
drifted toward some high trees, and it 
seemed inevitable that the tissues 
would be torn by the branches and 
Vilatre dashed to the ground. ‘They 
Buw the young man calmly throw a 
bunch of straw on his fire and quickly 
pour over it two small botties of oil. 
Instantly the fierce heat sent the bal- 
loon up safely, and it swept beyond 
the dunger line of the trees. A mighty 
sbout went up from the crowd. and 
when be came down Pilatre had an 


ovation, 

He now felt ready to make his 
grand experimenta! trial trip, but the 
king would not allow him to go, as he 
teured to lose so brave and scientific 
aman. Pilatre was in despair, and at 
length the king said that he would 
give him the opportunity to test the 
safety of his lioov in the following 
Way: He would give full pardon to any 
two criminals who were willing to go 
up in it, provided Pilatre did not bim- 
selt go. 

fhe scientist was very angry. He 
said: “What! Shall vile criminals, foul 
murderers, men rejected from the bos. 
om of society, have the glory of being 
the first to navigate the air’ Never 
while Pilatre de Rozier draws breath!” 

After repeated prayers for permis 
sion to make his experiment he ap- 
Ppealed to the influence of the Duchess 
de Polignac, the governess of the royal 
children. To. her petitions the Mar- 
quis d’Arlandes added bis and. asked 
to be allowed to accompany Pilatre. 
At length consent was obtained. 

On Nov. 21, 1783, Pilatre and the 
marquis made an ascent from the gar- 
dens of the Chateau de la Muette, in 
the Bois. They sailed safely across the 
Seine, over the Hospital For Old Sol- 
diers, over the Military school and 
landed abont five miles from Paris. 
Their return was greeted with wild 
enthusiasm. 

The marquis rode back, but Pilatre 
had to go first to his house and get a 
coat. for some one bad stolen bis in 
the mixup of their coming down, when 
the balloon, of course, collapsed. 

Pilatre now announced that be would 
cross the channel from Boulogne to 
England. A wealthy Frenchman ad- 
vanced the money to construct an im- 
proved machine that he was certain 
could stay in the air as long as neces- 
sary, ‘This new invention was a bal- 
loon filled with bydrogen gas. Und 
it was a cylinder by which he expected 
to rarefy the air contained in it so that 
be could either ascend or descend eas- 
fly and 80 reach currents of air that 
would take him in any desired direc. 
tlon, 

It was five months before tbere came 
8 day suitable for making the serial 
trip. A pbysician who loved adventure 
and believed in the saccess of the ex- 
periment went with bim from Rou- 
logue, 

They cut the cords that held the bal- 
loon at 7 o’cloek in the morning, The 
ascent was majestic, and when at a 
beigbt of 200 feet the balloon swept 
into a current of air that took It to- 
ward the channel.
